not infrequent where these anatomical 
studies have a tendency to set up a sort 
of nerv ous dread in the singer that the 
breathing is not being done the correct 
way. 
Incorrect breathing is an acquir- 


ed habit, induced sometimes by an 
elaborate means taken to avoid it.

PEPPER'S RESIGNATION TO 


TAKE EFFECT SOON 


The resignation of Rev. G. D. B. Pep- 


per, professor of Biblical literature at 
Colby, will take effect at tbe close of 
the present college term, and not at 
the end of the college year as was re- 
quested by the Colby trustees at the 
mid-winter conference. The answer 
has been given to the proper authori- 
ties 


That Dr. Pepper bad handed in his 


resignation was made known during 
the fall, and was a great surprise to 
every one. The time set for the resig- 
nation to take effect was at the end of 
the present term. But at the meeting 
of the trusees held in Boston a short 
time ago it was voted to ask Dr. Pep- 
per to withdraw his resignation until 
at least tbe end of the college year. 
Stace'tben Dr. Pepper has given his 
answer which is as stated 


That the resignation should take 


effect at thai time will not, however, 
put the college to any inconvenience. 
During the spring term the studies 
which Dr. Pepper has charge of are 
elective and there is slight prospect 
that there will be any necessity for 
an instructor in those branches. 


It has been rumored that the chair 


of Biblical literature would be abol- 
ished. That rumor proves to be with- 
out foundation. Just what will be done 
about electing a successor has not yet 
been decided It is probable that there 
will be a change in some of the work 
by which a part will be assumed by 
President Butler. 


The departure of Dr. Pepper from 


Colby will be a marked loss. Since 1860 
he has been a distinctive man In Wat- 
er vllle. While he has always taken a 
great interest In the city, yet his great- 
est Interest has been In the college.

it is frequently remarked that such and 
such an artist's loice "improved later 
in the evening"; which mians that the 
singer's throat became warmed as the 
concert or opera proceeded, and not 
that the voice Improved, though the 
tone may have done so. Breathing con- 
stantly through the mouth mcllnis to 
dry the throat and make the voice 
husky But it is impossible to sing de- 
clamatory music without brLathing 
through the mouth— it Is even neces- 
sary, for effect, that the breathing 
should at timts be audible, and in long 
Handi'lian passages, and florid music of 
that description, what are called half- 
breatheb through the mouth are allow- 
ed; otherwise thtt singer could not in- 
hale breath and keep in strict time. 


Never heave up the shoulders in the 


act of taking breath; there should be 
no perceptible movement of the body 
at all. Never take in bit ath of a sudden 
when only practicing obliges the per- 
former to do so 
The ribs should ex- 


pand sideways in the taking of breath 
—the chest rising and falling with each 
phrase 
False breathing—such as 


when a lady's shoulders rise as if they 
were about to expand like wings—not 
only tires the throat, but makes a dis- 
agreeable impression on tbe audience. 
Singers should once a day practice be- 
fore a looking glass, in ordtr to correct 
any faults 
arising from 
defective 


breathing or from grimace. 
Breath 


must never be taken between a head 
note and a chest note; the transition 
from the one voice to the other must 
be. done with very little breath and very 
softly. 
Nasal singing destroys the carrying 


power of the voice Voices which are 
metallic in sound carry best 
Singers 


whose voices are naturally soft in qual- 
ity should therefore try to acquire a 
little stridency in tone; and, vice versa, 
singers whose voices are too strident 
should aim at a rounder and softer 
quality. In some halls the reverbera- 
tion, blurs the tone of the voice, there- 
fore the singer must accommodate the 
amount of tone to the acoustic proper- 
ties of the place where he is singing. In 
a warm, oppressive room, it Is neces- 
sary to reserve the power of the voice, 
because forcing the voice under such 
circumstances allows it to become eas- 
ily fatigued and used up. The best way 
of combating an echo in a hall Is, never 
to shout It appears easy to sing in a 
hall full of vibration, hut this is a de- 
ception. The tone goes all round tho 
singer's ears and he cannot hear pro- 
perly when he sings aloud and so he 
loses control of the tone; It is there- 
fore advisable to sing piano and feel 
the way, as the quieter tone travels bet- 
ter and the percussion is not so great 
aa In a loud, shouting tone 


Increase and decrease ot tone are pro- 


duced by tbe breath alone £L man In a

He entered 
the refreshment room accompanied by 
his wife, son and Interpreter and Gen. 
Prettyman and his staff. Taking his 
seat at a table Gen. Cronje covered bis 
face with his hands for a few moments 
as he engaged In prayer.

STATE ASSESSORS. 


Blanks Will lie S.nt to C ties And 


Towns th<! Middle of This 


Month. 


Secretary James 
Plummer of the 


board of State assessors says he will 
not begin to send out blanks to the 
different town and city assessors until 
the middle of March. By that time the 
town meeteings and city elections will 
have been held and-the new officer's 
well under way. They will not begin 
their valuation taking 
until April 1, 


and in a few days after the returns will, 
begin to come in. There is a close con- 
test between some 
of 
the smaller 


towns to sec who will be the first to 
get in their returns. 
One town last 


year, if no mistake is made, came In 
somewhere about the fourth of April. 
The work of valuation taking was not 
great, as may be Imagined, and the re- 
turns must have been mode out within 
two or three days after April 1. After 
that time they began to come In very 
fast. The cities do not get in their re- 
turns until away along into the spring 
and summer months, as the assessors, 
have so large a territory to cover. This 
is the year of the revaluation for the 
purpose of the assessment of the new 
State tax and the returns will be of im- 
portance. The State assessors do not 
of course go wholly according to the 
returns of the town, but give them a 
fair and equitable 
valuation as their 


study of the town and .county's con- 
dition has.led them to believe will be 
rl£ht: If the assessors have placed a 
full valuation on everything from the 
live stock to the real estate while the 
assessors of another town have given 
merely a two-thirds valuation, the two 
are'made as near equal as possible and 
the one town Iwth the assessors believ- 
ing In one form of assessing and the 
other town with: the assessors believing, 
in another method will be treated alike.
